The Fnblic Debt the October State
menu

The Secretary of the Treasury, says the
N. Y. Timet, continues the good work of
paying off the public stocks of the United
States. By bis 1st of October schedule we
find that he has further reduced the five--

twenty bonds 113,418,727 since September
1, and that the whole sum paid off since he
put into operation the Sinking Fund last
Spring, he has purchased $50,791,121 of six
per cent g bonds, while the en-

tire reduction of the public debt, since the
present Administration came into office, is
136,988.187. The progress of reduction,
net, in September, is $7,467,429, so that the
purchases of the month for the Sinking
Fund included the investment of $3,951,-29- 7

of the previous surplus.

The Treasury now holds in gold coin
$108,804,658, of which $24,412,720 is held
for the redemption of gold notes, leaving
$84,391,938 as belonging to the Govern-
ment The accumulated gold interest on
the public debt (and included as part of the
total'debt) to the 1st of October is $42,213,-66- 0,

or about one half the sum of gold on
hand at the same date. The greenback and
other circulating notes in the Treasury are
reduced to the small balance of $6,559,004;
pursuant to the. promise of the Administra-
tion to give the business 'of the country
while moving the crops the full benefit of
the entire greenback and national bank cir-

culation, less the inconsiderable sum re-

quired for the daily working of the Treasury.
